KEEPING PRESSROOMS CLEAN 
Cleaning accumulations of paper dust, 
and oil on superstructures, walls and 
excess non-offset spray, lint, dirt, grease 
ceilings of printing plants has become 
important in the graphic arts, especial- 
ly when these accumulations affect pro- 
duction quality. 

While more emphasis has _ heen 
placed upon god housekeeping prac- 
tices, plant managers also now think 
about maintenance of costly air venti- 
lating and conditioning systems. 

Many plants, however, have dis- 
covered that such cleaning jobs are 
beyond the capabilities of regular 
maintenance crews. Instead they have 
sought professional service from com- 
panies which specialize in industrial 


cleaning work. .

OFFSET PRINTING 
ON ALUMINUM FOIL 


In ordering special stock, be sure to 
specify “surface-treated for lithog- 
raphy,” and remember that foil will 
conform to any surface roughness of 
the paper. On most quality jobs super- 
calendered paper is specified. Coated 
litho paper is required only when the 
paper side of the stock will also be 
printed. 

Many lithographers order stock so 
they can print with the paper grain 
running into the press—not across the 
press. This will minimize any tendency 
to curl without giving registry problems 
as foil is relatively stable dimension- 
ally. 

As with any expensive stock, careful 
handling is required. The edges of 
stacked sheets should not be bruised 
or dented. The stock should be stored 
only on flat surfaces. Humidity varia- 
tions during storage can cause curl, 
since only one surface is moisture 
proof. In this respect, foil stock is 


similar to a one-side varnished sheet.

Production study—a _ technique that 
might better be called “applied com- 
mon sense’”—is a valuable manage- 
ment tool largely ignored by printers. 
It involves, broadly, four steps: 

Securing the cooperation of all offi- 
cers, executives, management, super- 
visors, operators. This is done by a 
thorough investigation of a company’s 
problem. 

Analysis and improvement of all as- 
pects of manufacture—production meth- 
ods, clerical procedures, organization, 
labor and material utilization, estimat- 
ing and costing.

While web-offset printing is considered 
the “baby” of the graphic arts printing 
processes, the second half of this cen- 
tury should see a wider and much more 
interested growth in this infant. 
There are four types of web-offset 
presses: open unit or color unit; blan- 
ket-to-blanket press; semi-drum; drum- 
type press. Like all presses with folder 
attachments, the folder does limit one 
dimension for delivery. However, this 
is not the only method of delivery, as 
both sheeters and slitters are easily 


obtainable.

MAKING A NAME COUNT 


In five years, North Shore Nameplate, 
Inc., Bayside, L. I., has grown from 
a wire marker and name plate business 
struggling to get on its feet with three 
employees in a building of a few 
hundred sq. ft. to a prosperous and still 
expanding operation. 

Today, letterpress and offset com- 
mercial printing has been added— 
with 70 employees working in 15,000 
sq. ft. of plant and office space. During 
the past three years the offset and 
letterpress equipment, used at first 
solely in printing aluminum foil and 
aluminum sheet name plates and wire 
markers, has been producing a steadily 
growing volume of commercial print- 
ing, largely for local firms and institu- 
tions. 

Present quarters and machinery are 
said to be inadequate to handle current 
business, and too small to take care of 
the volume that Eugene T. Turney, Jr., 
founder and president, feels can be 
obtained in the near future. Because the 
present plant cannot be enlarged, plans 
are nearing completion for the building 
of a 35,000 sq. ft. plant near Ft. Laud- 
erdale, Fla., that will be able to handle 
the anticipated increased business 


volume.

NEEDS MORE MERGERS 


Mergers will not cure all ills in the 
printing industry, said Sampson R. 
Field, Publishers Printing-Rogers Kel- 
logg Corp., NYC, but if practiced on 
a broad front, all will be greatly 
helped.

WORLD NEWS 


Great Britain: A revised edition of 
“Proof corrections and copy prepara- 
tion” has recently been published, 
which has fewer symbols than the older 
work. The economy has been effected 
by combining some of the original in- 
structions. The order of presentation 
of the symbols has also been changed to 
make them easier to understand. 

The examples of proof corrections, 
included chiefly for the benefit of stu- 
dents, are entirely new and have been 
chosen to illustrate the use of all the 
symbols specified. The section on the 
preparation of copy has been consider- 
ably enlarged. It includes information 
on handling large tablets, diagrams and 
illustrations, and on typography. 

It recommends a margin of at least 
an inch on the left hand side of the 
double-spaced “copy” and a clear mar- 
gin on the right side. Attention is 
drawn to the need for the utmost clari- 
ty in copy—whether typewritten or 
handwritten.

Netherlands: A new high-speed, fully 
automatic wire spiral-binding machine 
has been designed and built by a 
leading Dutch firm. Called the Komex, 
the machine is said to be specially de- 
signed for forming spirals directly from 
the wire-coil, inserting into pre-per- 
forated books and then cutting off, all 
in one operation. 

The manufacturers say that the ma- 
chine operates from plastic wire, plas- 
tic-coated wire and metal wire. There 
is built-in thermostat heating equip- 
ment for softening and forming the 
plastic wire and also air cooling. Man- 
drils form the wire in the case of the 
plastic-coated wire and the metal wire. 

The machine’s output is said to de- 
pend on the width of the working 
although it is stated that the machine 
can handle up to 400 books, booklets, 
catalogs, brochures or other wire spi- 
rally-bound printed material per hour.

Printing World 


Lithuania: Physicists here claim to 
have solved the problem of producing 
magnetic printing tape, thereby making 
it possible to abandon typesetting. A 
prototype model of a ferro magnetic 
printing machine has been built at a 
laboratory of the Vilnius institute. 

By means of a photo-electric device. 
images are transformed into a series 
of electric pulses that magnetise the 
ferrogmagnetic film through a record- 
ing head. The magnetic fields formed 
on the film along the contours of the 
images being reproduced, attract a pig- 
ment which is then transfered to ordi- 
nary paper by means of an electric 
field. 

The whole process of ferromagnetic 
printing takes a few seconds. It is 
claimed that printing establishments 
will be able to produce newspapers, 
books and magazines in large impres- 
sions without type or matrices. 


Holland: A new edition of “Uit de 
Boomgaard” (“From the Orchard’’) 
gives forth scents of chocolate, coffee, 
pineapple, strawberries and pine. (Bi- 
carbonate of soda is not included). 


Great Britain: Modern development 
has brought rubber photogravure cy!in- 
ders to the gravure printer, ‘and with 
them a totally new outlook on the 
process. The resilient rubber surface 
is particularly suited for printing on 
rough boards, metallic foils, parch- 
ment and grease-proof materials, as 
well as transparent films. 

The rubber rollers are made by what 
is called the Uniprint process, con- 
sisting of making a photographic colloi- 
dal matrix from the line or tone nega- 
tive. This matrix is then wrapped 
around a rubber covered cylinder and 
placed in a vulcanizing oven where 
the image is transferred to the rubber 
cylinder.

LIBRARIES WITHOUT BOOKS? 


In an article by the above title, in the American Library Association Bulletin, 
Meredith Bloss of the New Haven Free Public Library cites some alarming library 
figures, to wit: 

they spend about half as much as one should for books, according to 
standards and policy statements, and spend less in every year; 

if the past 30-year trend continues, the typical library will, in the next 
20 years, have only 6% of its budget available for book purchase; 

for every $3.50 new book purchased, the library spends $26 on other 


matters 
Gather ed Comparing these statements with the allegation that about 80% of all juveniles, 
and 10% of all new books (see BP, April, p. 64) are purchased by libraries, causes 
& one to wonder if the libraries can keep up with the population increase and the 


rising tide of book readers, without finding shortcuts to processing, as Mr. Bloss 
feels they must. 

Forwarded With higher book prices in effect, it would appear obvious that a considerable 
less volume of books could be purchased. A good project for next year’s National 
Library Week, would be to consider ways and means of meeting the challenge 
offered by Mr. Bloss, so that libraries could make more books available to readers. 


TAX AND LABOR MILESTONES 


The decision by the Georgia Supreme Court that sales taxes paid by printers on 
the purchase of typesetting, engravings and lithoplates, July 1956 through November 
1958 have been illegally collected and must be returned, will be good news to 
opponents of sales taxes applied in the graphic arts in other states. 

Of equal interest was the decision in the case of the Honolulu Star-Advertiser 
that union dues collected by management over a period of years were so collected 
illegally and must be refunded to employees. This precedent may have considerable 
bearing on future ITU contracts throughout the nation. 


SOUND PRINTING FOR THE GRAPHIC ARTS 


What may prove to be a striking, new dimension for the graphic arts with specific 
application in the textbook field has been formally recorded in a country which has 
seldom received plaudits for its foresight or inventiveness. 

Heralded by little advance fanfare, a “talking magazine” appeared on Japanese 
newsstands last month. According to a report in the New York Times, one of the 
pages in the May issue of the popular Asahi Science contained color photographs of 
Niagra Falls and Big Ben. The opposite side was printed by the usual method in a 
special block of solid brown ink containing magnetized iron products. 

The page is then torn out and placed in a $375 sound producing machine with 
the brown side down. The sound of the waterfalls and Big Ben striking can then be 
heard just as originally recorded on the scene. 

Three major Tokyo printing plants are now equipped with the process and can 
produce “talking pages” at the amazingly low cost of three cents per page. Sound 
reproducers were marketed in April by the Cannon Camera Co. 

The inventor of the process, Dr. Yusashi Hoshino, is particularly interested in 
its use for educational purposes, notably in the teaching of music and languages with 
entire textbooks in printed sound. 

Although acceptance of sound printing may not be an immediate prospect in 
this country, speculation as to an entirely new format for books, their text and bind- 
ing designs, is given a substantial impetus.

RIVERSIDE STRESSES 
BOOKMAKING 
AUTOMATION 


Electronic drying, roller conveyor system 
and integrated perfect binding highlight 


recent progress toward accelerated production

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Poneman” Is A WORD of many wish- 
ful meanings in the bookmaking busi- 
ness, but at Riverside Press, a 107- 
year-old youngster in the field, it is 
an accurate reflection of both company 
policy and specific accomplishments. 

An accelerated move toward auto- 
mation in the bindery, expansion of 
available services, and improvement of 
production speeds throughout the manu- 
facturing operation are principal goals 
toward which Riverside executives 
direct their daily labors. 

The fact that striking technological 
advances have been made at The Press 
during the past decade, elevates these 
objectives out of the all-too-common 
“dream” stage into economic realities. 

In the pressroom for example, the 
last ten years have seen the arrival of 
four rotary presses and the departure 
of all the single cylinder flatbed presses. 
Only the 5/0 and 2/0 Perfectors re-

plete the operation. 


main of all the equipment which was 
in use during the years immediately 
following World War IL. 

For the bindery, and to speed pack- 
ing and shipping procedures, an ex- 
tensive roller conveyor system has been 
developed (see diagram). Integration 
of the Flexiback binder as a smoothly- 
functioning part of the production line 
is another of the company’s major 
engineering achievements. A third is 
the coupling of a nipper-gluer, elec- 
tronic drying system and _ counter- 
stacker as a separate in-line operation. 

Located in several connected build- 
ings at 840 Memorial Drive, Cam- 
bridge, Mass., all of The Press’ manu- 
facturing operations are situated on 
one floor with the exception of the 
bindery which is housed in a spacious 
four-story building. Total space con- 
sists of 285,000 sq. feet or almost seven 
acres. Storage including leased ware-

housing facilities occupies 43% of this 
area. 


45,000 books per day 


The daily production capacity of the 
plant is approximately 45,000 hard- 
bound books and 10,000 paperbacks. In 
1938, books were produced for more 
than 50 different publishers with half of 
the production in textbooks and of the 
remaining half, one-third in trade edi- 
tions and two-thirds in reference and 
religious texts. 

There are 650 employees throughout 
the plant and office. Composition, 
pressroom, and folding departments 
operate on three shifts while sewing, 
casing-in and occasionally casemaking 
are on two shifts. 

Of major interest in the bindery 
operation have been the tribulations 
and successes of the Flexiback installa- 
iton. In use since December, 1955, it is 








estimated that approximately four mil- 
lion books (hardbound and paperback) 
have been run on the machine. 

During the course of its more than 
three years at Riverside, the Flexiback 
binder has been shifted into three 
different locations. It has finally been 
found to be most efficient in a direct- 
line hookup between one of two 30- 
pocket Sheridan gatherers and a con- 
veyor line leading to a continuous 
trimmer (with Brehmer paper-coverer 
on the way, if desired). 

A fundamental problem which con- 
cerned Riverside engineers, supervisors 
and operators on the Flexiback was the 
jogging of gathered signatures. This 
must be accomplished evenly and com- 
pletely to have the knife open all the 
signatures. For this purpose, a special 
conveyor belt was developed with a 
built-in vibrator. 

Roller conveyors were also important 
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to aid in the drying time of books com- 
ing from the adhesive binder. A sub- 
stantial length of conveyor was installed 
between the binder and the subsequent 
operation. 

Still the backbone of the bindery is 
The Press’ sewing operation in which 
seventeen Smyth # 12s are grouped on 
each side of a continuous belt leading 
to a plant-constructed nipper-smasher 
combination, now used mainly for 
bulky editions. 

The majority of books are conveyed 
by skids from the sewing operation 
to the Crawley Nipper-Gluer and then 
travel automatically into Raybond’s 
new Electronic drier and up an inclined 
conveyor to the Taylor counter-stacker. 


C-R-T combination 


The Raybond drier replaces the old 
method of drying tacky books by piling 
them with alternating backs and fronts. 
A considerable saving in time is ef- 
fected by this operation with two men 
responsible for feeding and controlling 
the delivery end of the C-R-T unit. A 
third man sets up the unit. 

Both the Crawley and Raybond ma- 
chines process books one at a time 
while the Taylor unit delivers books 
to a Seybold continuous trimmer in 
packages of three, four, eight or what- 
ever number will most economically 
fit the jaws of the trimmer. 


Because of the intense interest ex- 
pressed in Flexiback production and 
more recently in the C-R-T combina- 
tion, many other aspects of the River- 
side operation are often viewed by 
visitors with somewhat less emphasis 
than they justifiably deserve. 

For example, in the composing room 
there are eight Linotypes with Tele- 
typesetter adapters on three of the 
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The McCain line (1) operted with two stitchers, will soon have a continuous trimmer added to eliminate extra handling. Endpapers and 
inserts are processed in this compact area (r) on an automatic spacer cutter, Cleveland WW folder, Smyth and Simplex tippers. 





machines and four perforators to keep 
the matrices dropping. An adjoining 
platemaking department is equipped to 
turn out flat or curved electrotypes 
both copper or nickel faced, flat or 
curved plastic and rubber plates. 


Pride of the pressroom are two 
Miehle 52x76” rotary perfectors and 
scheduled for delivery this year, a 
spanking new Strachan & Henshaw web 
perfector with folding attachment. 

Heavy folding equipment (four Dex- 
ter quads, two Duplex and three job- 
bers) are surrounded by steel platforms 
so that skids of printed sheets are fork- 
lifted on a level with the feeders elimi- 
nating the need for lugging lifts of 
paper up and down steps. 

Folded sheets are transported by 
elevators to the fourth floor for gather- 
ing on one of three Sheridans, a 30- 
pocket connected to the Flexiback; 
another with wire stitcher, or a 42- 
pocket gatherer leading to the sewing 
line. 

For finishing operations, books are 
taken by elevator to the third floor. 
There is some speculation, however, 
about moving a continuous trimmer to 
the fourth floor and developing a chute 
between floors to carry books down to 
the rounder and backers (linked to two 
Smyth liners). Building-in is accom- 
plished on two Crawleys and one 
Dexter machine. 


The “unusual’’—a specialty 


As an unusual contrast to this em- 
phasis on speed and automation, hand- 
ling the “unusual” book is still very 
much of a specialty at Riverside. For 
example, thumb-indexing machines for 
large edition work were invented and 
developed at The Press and are unique 
in the trade. 









































Special heated forming rigs are 
available for building-in outsized books 
up to 12x19” which, because of bulk 
variations over the surface of the book. 
cannot be handled by the usual presses 
or machines. 

Riverside is also one of the few 
remaining plants in the country which 
still marbles books on a daily basis. 
Most of this work is done on _ the 
Merriam-Webster Dictionary, a 9x12” 
book bulking 4 3¢”, which is marbled 
in three colors on all three edges. 

Improved production facilities have 
also been extended to the office where 
a modern IBM layout and new office 
machinery have taken over numerous 
time-consuming chores. The IBM cost 
accounting and record keeping system 
is also being adapted to help in the 
preparation of lengthy indexes for large 
reference books. 


Despite this “race for modernity” 
Riverside emphasizes a strong em- 
ployee-centered program which includes 
a company cafeteria, recreational ac- 
tivities such as bowling and outings, as 
well as a supervisory training program 
under the direction of a local university. 

For the future, offset printing is in 
the running as an additional service 
for Riverside’s customers but as yet, 
no decision has been reached. A proper 
base for this decision may rest with 
further development of the photo- 
polymer plate and its use on the web- 
fed press. Photocomposition will also 
be given special attention if the photo- 
sensitive plate takes hold. 


Still at the top of the “futuristic” 
list is further automation for the bind- 
ery; however, exactly what direction 
this will take remains a ponderabhle 
question. 
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Back iN 1953, Waverly Press initiated 
the use of a rating form to be used as 
an additional tool in measuring a man’s 
worth to the company. Over the inter- 
vening years, the rating form and its 
accompanying appraisal method have 
improved the overall effectiveness of 
the program. 

One improvement was the introduc- 
tion of the now familiar post-appraisal 
interview. The primary purpose of 
these sessions was to talk with an em- 
ployee about his progress and to dis- 
cuss ways in which he could improve 
his performance. Additional needs 
which these formal appraisal interviews 
served were: 

1. To provide systematic judgments 
to back up salary increases, pro- 
motions, transfers, etc. 

2. To establish a basis for the coach- 
ing and counseling of the individ- 
ual by the supervisor. 


Further, it not only afforded an op- 
portunity for the employee to discuss 
anything that was troubling him but it 
offered a chance for him to evaluate, 
with his foreman, his progress in attain- 
ing those immediate goals that had 
been previously set. Obviously, such a 
program has no lack of potential bene- 
fits; but what of the real ones and 
what has industry’s experience shown? 

The truth is that many companies 
have found that these regular perform- 
ance appraisals can, and do, leave 
something to be desired. Potential 
sources of danger that are typically as- 
sociated with this type of program are: 

1. A loss of interest in the process 
because it becomes too routine 
and loses lustre. The result is a 
poor appraisal. 

2. Dissatisfaction with information 
as recorded. Notes are too brief 
or they become stereotyped. 

3. Little or no follow-up activity is 
forthcoming once the appraisal 
has been completed. Many times 
information gained during an ap- 
praisal session, if acted on at all, 
is used belatedly. 


Causes of deterioration 


An appraisal program can deteriorate 
because: 


1. Frequently performance is neg- 
lected in favor of the personal 
view with the result that the man 
has been appraised instead of his 
performance. This can lead to 
gossip about the man, rather than 
his performance, being used as a 
basis for judgment. 

2. The misconception is frequently 
encountered that the boss can rate 
his employees without having the 
employee present. If the employee 
being appraised is not present, 
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Measuring man’s worth to his firm with 


there is no “mirror effect.” That 
is, the appraiser does not see the 
reflection of his own supervision 
and environment as it might re- 
late to the employee’s perform- 
ance. 

3. The focus, too frequently, is on 
the man’s weaknesses rather than 
his strengths. 

4. There is too much looking back- 
ward rather than forward. Goals, 
which are essential for real in- 
centive, are not set. 

One proposed answer to many of 
these ills is to jointly discuss and ap- 
praise the employee’s performance and 
progress. This plan calls for the em- 
ployee, his immediate supervisor and 
perhaps a staff specialist to discuss job 
progress and outline ways in which the 
worker can improve his job perform- 
ance. Feeling that we could bolster our 
current plan and_ perhaps forestall 
some of the impending ills which even- 
tually come with age, Waverly Press 
decided on such a course recently. It 
was felt that the most appropriate time 
to conduct these appraisals would be 
just prior to our periodic wage re- 
views. The pilot group which was ex- 
posed to this joint discussion method 
was comprised of people from all de- 
partments. This was particularly true 
of those departments that employed 
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Post-appraisal works best, 
but there are danger spots

Both 
Mr. Daffern's and Waverly's experi- 
ence indicates that pre-appraisa! is 
more successful than post-appraisal. 





people who had less than one year of 
service. 

It is entirely too early to make any 
predictions on the final outcome of this 
venture since it would be premature to 
attempt an evaluation based on one 
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brief exposure. Judging from results 
obtained so far, it is safe to say that 
this new method will not be, nor was 
it intended to be, a panacea to all of 
our appraisal ills. It has, however, 
shown some marked advantages. First, 
the system obviously provides those 
people responsible for wage and salary 
administration with current informa- 
tion on which to base their actions. 
Secondly, it gives the employee an op- 
portunity to discuss anything that he 
feels may have some bearing on his 
wages or job progress. He then has 
the satisfaction of knowing that all of 
the facts are a matter of record before 
final action is taken in any area con- 
cerning him. As a matter of fact, this 
system correctly places some responsi- 
bility on the individual to think about 
himself and his progress. Yet another 
advantage is the fact that future courses 
of action can be discussed and mutual- 
ly agreed upon, thus enabling the su- 
pervisor to better plan and organize 
his work. Lastly, this program is espe- 
cially applicable where facilities are 
poor for day to day coaching and coun- 
seling and it provides an opportunity 
for follow-up. 

It is an encouraging experiment thus 
far and one which we shall keep a 
close watch on, for future develop- 
ments will largely determine whether 
we enlarge the application of pre- 
appraisal interviews or drop them as 
representing no major improvement. 





Limited Edition Club Marks 


Its First 250 Volumes 


To commemorate their first 25 years 
(1929-1954) and their first 250 publi- 
cations, the Limited Editions Club has 
published a Quarto Millenary, a lavishly 
illustrated survey containing a critique, 
conspectus, bibliography, and indexes 
of over 300 titles. 

Designed by Robert L. Dothard, the 
volume contains over 300 pages of 
text and illustrations. Almost 200 rep- 
resentative examples from Limited Edi- 
tions books appear in the Conspectus, 
including specimens of title pages, text 


pages, text pages with illustrations, 
full-page illustrations, and full-page 


photographs of bindings. 

With few exceptions, the specimen 
pages and illustrations were reproduced 
by the methods originally used, often 
from the same plates and always in 
the actual size and colors of the origi- 
nal editions. 

The Critique contains six essays: 
evaluating the books as printed books, 
by Paul Beaujon and Paul Bennett; as 
illustrated books, by Edward Alden 
Jewell, James Laver, and Thomas 
Craven; and as literature, by John T. 
Winterich. 


A recapitulation of every important 
available detail concerning the books 
appears in the Bibliography: editorial 
content, design, materials, and produc- 
tion. In the last section, nine exhaus- 
tive indexes provide a guide to the 
titles, authors, translators, introducers, 
editors, illustrators, designers, printers, 
binders, types, and papers. 

The text for the Quarto Millenary 
was set and printed by A. Colish, and 
reproductions of representative pages 
were made by Clarke & Way, and by 
other printers in this country and 
abroad, and printed on Curtis Archer 
Vellum. 

Bound by Russell-Rutter with hand- 
boarded, black imported morocco back 
and red linen sides, a black leather 
label, blind-stamped with the Limited 
Editions Club medallion is sunk into 
the front cover. The spine bears a gold- 
stamped, red leather label. 

The book is limited to 2250 numbered 
copies: 1-1500 for Club members; 1501- 
2250 for libraries and other collectors. 
The price of the 93gx1214” volume is 
$25.

NATURAL FINISH CLOTH 


New tests with special cloth reported by American Stratford 


Frost gives Guild summary of BMI research programs to date 


C onminuine ITS RESEARCH into produc- 
tion headaches attributed to natural 
finish cloth, the New York Bookbinders’ 
Guild last month heard its second en- 
couraging report on improved materials. 

A sampling of one brand of black 
natural finish cloth was recently fur- 
nished to American Book-Stratford 
Press where sample cases were pro- 
duced without the usual difficulties of 
paste and glue seepage, shrinking and 
curling. 

“Satisfactory” results with this cloth 
were described by American Book’s 
Tommy Ryan who explained that more 
heat and pressure must be applied in 
the building-in operation than is nor- 
mally used for most books. 

Ryan outlined his production techni- 
que. On the casemaker, blades were 
raised approximately 14” with a side 
gluing attachment for casing-in, while 
on the Crawley No. 6 Building-in ma- 
chine, two combinations of temperature 
and pressure were successfully used. 

The specific recommendations for 
building-in were as follows: Heat: 325 
degrees; Nipping pressure: 350 de- 
grees; Smashing pressure: 450 degrees, 
OR Heat: 300 degrees; Nipping pres- 
sure: 500 degrees; Smashing pressure: 
600 degrees. Ryan added however. 
that there was a variation of about 50

degrees in the machine used for this 
experiment, and settings on other build- 
ing-in machines should be adjusted ac- 
cordingly. 

The new cloth, it was explained, will 
be furnished at no increase in cost and 
will replace the older material if book- 
binders find it more acceptable in their 
production. 

Submission of the sample material 
was made at the request of a Guild 
committee investigating natural finish 
cloth and an almost unanimous expres- 
sion on the part of the group that this 
type of material was not suitable for 
today’s production methods. 

Outlining the problem and asking 
for cooperative action, letters were 
sent late last year to A. D. Smith; 
G.S.B. Fabrics; Griffin, Campbell. 
Hayes, Walsh, Inc. (distributors for 
Interlaken Mills); Columbia Mills; 
Joanna Western, and The Holliston 


Mills. (See BP, page 57, Nov. °58). 


BMI Research reports 

REPORTS STRAIGHT from the research 
front which met with approbation by 
members of the Bookbinders Guild of 
N.Y., as matters which they for the 
most part believed, but for which they 
lacked solid evidence, were given by 
Malcolm Frost, executive director of 
the Book Manufacturers Institute, at 
the Guild’s March 11 meeting, at the 
Hotel Piccadilly, N.Y.C. 

Explaining that the BMI research 
pregram was centered about the theme, 
“What is A Good Book?”, Frost first 
reviewed the origins of BMI research, 
then by carefully documenting each of 
the areas in which it is currently ac- 
tive, painted a broad word picture of 
its current progress and achievements. 

A major objective is to make the 
machinery of state adoption easier and 
since the textbook area offered the 
most easily available framework, the 
research has to date centered about the 
production of textbooks. 


Reinforcing survey 


After lengthy study, it was concluded 
that reinforcing was not necessarily es- 


sential to a strong book. Tests on books 
from various states showed a regular 
pattern of reinforcing failure on one 
title, but not a pattern for all reinforced 
books of a variety of titles. 

Rough finish cloths, explained Frost, 
seem to take the finishing coating ap- 
plied to offset-printed cloths, better 
than smoother finish types. 


Wire change 


It is proposed to amend textbook speci- 
fications to remove the word “galvan- 
ized” from the wire specifications. 
Microphotos indicated that the gal- 
vanizing was cracking and allowing 
the wire to rust. Most plants are using 
tinned wire for side-wiring. The amend- 
ment would be effective Jan. 1, 1960. 

Frost asserted that the BMI hoped 
to see a change in adhesive specifica- 
tions which would allow wider usage of 
synthetics in textbook manufacture, 
and that very likely chestnut board 
would be accepted as an alternate for 
binders board, without securing special 
permission. 


Joint improvement 


Many present agreed that the present 
method of making joints does not 
really stick the cloth to the end paper 
and that the many variables, the size of 
the hinge, depth of the joint, and ma- 
terial, played a part in its failure. It 
was agreed that a tightback joint, 
with a paper lining, can hardly be 
broken open by any force. Double 
crash, often felt to be a strengthening 
agent for the joint, was termed as add- 
ing no strength. 

In discussing the joint construction, 
John Hunter, co-chairman of BMI’s 
technical research committee, suggested 
that a standard might be set for the 
joint space on a side-stitched book. J. 
Herbert Bryan (Quinn & Boden) de- 
clared that in joint failures examined, 
the cambric had peeled off the end- 
sheet, leaving the starch filling and the 
adhesive behind. Tests indicated that a 
non-filled cambric would hold better. 

Frost and Bryan indicated that books 
built-in by machine, and those cased 
in with a side-gluing attachment, 
seemed to be stronger in test results. 

Frost, in closing, paid tribute to 
publishers’ help in revamping the 
specifications to the objective of per- 
formance rather than precise physical 
data. 


Natural finish testing 

The U. S. Testing Co. is seeking to 
find out what can be done to eliminate 
glue bleeding through natural finish 
cloth in the casing-in process and 
causing considerable damage, Martin 
Blumberg (American Book-Stratford 
Press) reported.

F or MEASURING PRODUCTION FLOW, or, 
machine utilization versus availability, 
devices such as tachometers and effici- 
ency recorders have been used with 
advantageous results. 

The Conde Nast Press, Greenwich, 
Conn., has installed tachometers, made 
by the Jones Motrola Co., Stamford, 
Conn., to gauge the speed of their 
gathering equipment. On each battery 
of gatherers, a bank of micro-switches 
detect jammed paper and stop the 
feed. To meet the specified production, 
the machine must return to the pre- 
determined output speed. 

By referring to the tachometer, the 
foreman or operator knows whether or 
not the machine is binding the correct 
number of copies, and also, by means 
of a counter installed beside the tacho- 
meter, the total number of copies turned 
out on his machine during the run. 

The Dynapar Corp., Skokie, IIl., has 
recently introduced a new electronic 
tachometer which provides direct digit- 
al readings by “Nixie” In-Line Neon 
Tubes which convert signals to illumi- 
nated numbers, said to be visiable up to 
75 feet away. The numbers are dis- 
played from 1/10 to 5 seconds, and can 
also be held. 

Called the Dynacounter Digital Tach- 
ometer, it indicates revolutions per min- 
ute continuously (five legible readings 
per second with full accuracy) and is 
said to eliminate the need for dial 
tachometers as there are no missed 
counts or readings, even when momen- 
tary speed changes occur. Personnel 
with no electronic training can use the 
machine. 


Visual records 


Instruments designed to provide a 
visual record of machine or operator 
efficiency, as well as a_ productivity 
ratio, are finding new uses in the in- 
dustry. 

The Time Recorder and Totalizer, 
made by the Standard Instrument 
Corp., NYC, records and monitors the 
operation of any machine, process or 
system. 

Producing a chronologically marked 
tape, the device keeps a continuous 
record of the time and length of every 
“on” and “off” period of the machine 
being studied. Additionally, the time 
totalizer continuously computes and 
registers total operations time. At 
Quinn & Boden, Rahway, N. J. book 


manufacturers, the instrument was 
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used to measure the production output 
on a gathering machine, and to find 
how many times during a certain 
period the gatherer was inoperative. 

A family of graphic recorders de- 
signed by Gorrell & Gorrell, Westwood, 
N. J., provides management machines 
for automatically obtaining vital cost 
control information. 

An Efficiency Recorder marks, on a 
continuously rotating chart, the “on” 
and “down” time of any machine. Dur- 
ing productive time, the graphic line 
climbs upward at an angle. At down 
times, a broad, horizontal line is re- 
corded. 

One of their most recent develop- 
ments is a Bar Chart Recorder, which 
provides minute-by-minute recording 
of machine utilization for as many as 
forty machines, which are depicted on 
a continuous bar graph. 

The recorder shows actual distribu- 
tion of machine and operator time, 
and locates lost time due to machine 
malfunction or other reasons. The de- 
vice samples each machine under ob- 
servation for twenty seconds every two 
minutes. The operating time is re- 
corded on the chart with a short hori- 
zontal line in the appropriate area. If 
the machine is not operating, the line 
does not appear. 

Other Gorrell & Gorrell machines— 
all operating on the rotating drum 
principle—include a Quality Control 
Recorder, a Time Deviation Recorder 
and an Operations Recorder. With the 
first, rejects are portrayed on the 
chart as a row of dots moving upward; 
acceptables move the line to the right. 
Deviations from pre-determined or 
“standard” time are shown on the sec- 
ond machine by the presence of a 
heavy area in proportion to time devia- 
tion. The heavy area above a line is 
excess or overtimed; under the line 
indicates undertiming or shortage. The 
Operations Recorder shows when a 
device, machine, or person operates, 
and for how long. 

The data from all machines of this 
nature can be assembled and analyzed 
by production managers, foremen. plant 
engineers, and management executives. 
enabling comparison of new and exist- 
ing methods, tools and material, equip- 
ment scheduling, as well as the effi- 
ciency of the machine or its crew. 


Single-sheet counting 
Counting individual sheets is another

T us IS A VERY COMPLEX OPERATION 
and one that is very hard to achieve, 
particularly in the trade bindery when 
dealing with several hundred printers. 
Each customer has a certain way of 
processing and sending in work to have 
the bindery portion completed. It 
requires a thorough knowledge on the 
part of management to understand and 
know what to expect from each printer- 
customer. 

If we receive advance notice on a 
job coming in, we make every effort to 
get the full particulars of the order. 
We also instruct the printer to specify 
exactly on a written order what finish- 
ing operations are desired. For exam- 
ple, on a saddle-stitched booklet order, 
we request guide and gripper sides 
shown on the flat stock. If this is a re- 
peat order and an old sample is avail- 
able, we usually request this copy for 
trim specifications. 

If no sample is available, we ask our 
customer to supply a folded and assem- 
bled dummy with trim instructions 
noted thereon. Before actually putting 
the final trim to the order, we make 
up a copy and submit to customer for 
approval. In many instances, in spite 
of our constant requests, orders come 
in with incomplete information. This 
generally necessitates a call to the 
customer for full particulars. It is 
our policy never to go ahead with the 
processing of an order until we receive 
full instructions. 


Paper handling is stressed very 
much by our organization. Evenly 
stacked skids of paper eliminate the 
problem of bent or folded edges. This 
eliminates extra jogging time and in 
many cases eliminates a great deal of 
spoilage in jam-ups on the folding 
machine. 


40 different services 


Quality is stressed to a very great ex- 
tent in our plant. Our business is very 
diversified, having about forty different 
services to offer. However, in each 
service performed, basic quality con- 
trol methods are the same. When an 
order is received, we check for full 
finishing instructions. If something is 
in doubt, we immediately contact our 
customer for correct information. 

A combination job ticket and time 
sheet is then written up listing full 
particulars of the job thereon. The 
job ticket is then turned over to the 
plant foreman who in turn gives full 
instructions and the job ticket to the 
operator. Any samples or special in- 
structions regarding the order are en- 
closed in the job ticket and this ticket 
follows the job from its inception to 
final packaging. 








Packing is the final, and one of th: 
most important phases of the binder, 
operation. If an order is not packed 
properly, much damage can be done by 
the time the order is delivered. W 
insist on 50 lb. kraft wrapping pape: 
on all wrapped orders, and on neat. 
thorough packaging which in the fina! 
analysis makes a lasting impression 
on the customer, particularly if the 
order is shelved as a stock item. We 
also insist on complete packaging in- 
structions on printers’ purchase orders 
to avoid any misunderstanding. 


Foreman briefing 


In many cases an order will take a 
number of different operations to com- 
plete. Before the operator begins each 
operation, he seeks an O.K. from our 
shop foreman. The foreman has been 
fully briefed before-hand on complete 
details of the order. If by any chance, 
there is some flaw in printing that 
would hinder completing the job cor- 
rectly, we contact our customer and 
advise him of this flaw. We then have 
the customer’s approval and are in the 
clear should any questions be brought 
up later. 


Another step toward quality control 
is a clean orderly plant. We make a 
special effort to keep all floors and 
tables free of unnecessary scrap paper 
and other debris. Our shop is swept 
each evening. This results in more 
efficient handling of materials and 
makes for better working conditions. 

Our equipment is periodically serv- 
iced and lubricated. We find this the 
best insurance against damage and 
replacements. Being in an_ isolated 
area from a repair and service stand- 
point, we have to be very careful, 
since calling in a service—often from 
one of the larger cities—can cause a 
great deal of delay and expense. We 
also find we receive better production 
and a good quality job as a result of 
regular maintenance. 

A plant kept clean and operated efh- 
ciently is a moral booster to the work- 
er, and stimulates interest within the 
worker to do a good quality job. 


Another aspect in quality control, 
we find, is the purchase of good grade 
materials. On orders in which bindery 
materials are used, it is more economi- 
cal to purchase this way because a 
better finished product is achieved and 
there is less tendency to foul up or 
damage equipment used in the proc- 
essing operation. 

A well maintained and orderly bind- 
ery is good advertising when a custo- 
mer stops in. It instills confidence in 
the customer that his order is receiving 
the best attention.

BOOK PRINTING COSTS 


Quinn & Boden checks offset invasion with new plates 


but current problems stall further progress

This frank analysis of a decade's 
experience with plastic plate 
printing at one of the country's 
leading book plants was present- 
ed recently at the annual Spring 
meeting of the International As- 
sociation of Electrotypers & 
Stereotypers. 


Supplementary material on plas- 
tic plate progress may be found 
on page 40 of the February, 1958 
issue of BP and on page 41, Oc- 
tober, 1951. 
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A S BOOK PRINTERS we are a very small 
segment of the whole printing industry. 
Because of this we often find ourselves 
in the unenviable position of being con- 
sidered a small purchaser of equipment 
and supplies as compared to printers 
in other phases. Many times we feel 
that we are at the end of the line when 
consideration is being given to new 
approaches to the printing problems. 

Besides confining ourselves to book 
printing, historically we have been a 
letterpress house. All of our experi- 
ence, all of our business, all of our rep- 
utation have been built around letter- 
press printing. From the time our com- 
pany started some 50-odd years ago we 
made nothing but electrotypes in our 
foundry. Through good years and bad 
our company showed steady growth. 
Our book publishing customers were 
satisfied to stay with letterpress print- 
ing because they wanted the quality, 
and uniformity of presswork they were 
able to get from letterpress. Up until 
10 or 12 years ago offset lithography 
had made no appreciable inroads in 
our area of book printing. 


How offset invaded 


There are two primary reasons why 
offset gradually began to get itself 
firmly established in our field. 

First, through a great deal of research 
in machinery, materials and methods, 
they were able to close a large part of 
the gap between the cost and quality 
of the two methods of printing. Second, 
at the same time our plate making costs 
were starting to skyrocket. Very little 
was being done to meet this challenge 
or to control costs so we could at 
least maintain our position in the in- 
dustry. 

At this point we were employing 25 


to 30 people in our electrotype foun- 
dry. As our wages for these people be- 
gan to climb and our costs for ma- 
terials kept pace with the wage in- 
creases we began to feel the squeeze. 

First we started to lose business to 
out-of-town electrotype competition in 
low-wage areas. At the same time we 
found more and more books were going 
directly into offset to cut costs. Our 
foundry growth had not only stopped, 
but we found that we had longer and 
more frequent periods of short time in 
our electrotype division. 


Losses spread 


What was even worse, the sales in our 
printing and binding departments were 
also being affected, because the jobs 
that were getting away from us meant 
not only the loss of work for the origi- 
nal plate making, but the loss too of 
the subsequent printing and binding, 
not only on the first editions, but also 
the many reprintings and _ bindings 
which are our lifeblood. 

At this point we had to stop and take 
a hard look at where we were going. 
We had a very large investment in 
letterpress equipment. To change over 
to any other method would have meant 
a small fortune in capital investment 
besides offset printing was something 
about which we knew absolutely 
nothing. 

Since this was not the direction we 
wanted to go we began to look for 
methods to cut our own plate costs so 
we could remain competitive. 

Fortunately Ellery French had al- 
ready begun experimenting with plastic 
as a substitute for metal in bookplates. 
The cost of this method and material 
was very encouraging. Perhaps here 
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we had the answer to our dilemma. 
There were others who also were start- 
ing to make plastic plates with quite 
good success. 


The sweating-out stage 


After careful investigation and consid- 
eration we decided to take the plunge. 
We began to install plastic equipment 
and of course, like anything new, we 
met with all sorts of resistance to the 
change. With the problems and head- 
aches we encountered in the early 
stages we often wondered whether we 
could ever make it work or had we 
jumped from the frying pan into the 
fire. 

We had to face the fact that we had 
in our plate vaults many thousands 
of electrotype plates for books that 
were and still are in print and we 
would always have to be able to make 
corrections in many of these electros 
before each reprinting. Obviously we 
would never be able to abandon the 
making of electrotypes completely. 
Consequently we must run both opera- 
tions simultaneously. 

Much of the machinery needed for 
making plastic plates was either make- 
shift or converted equipment from some 
other field. The uniformity of the plastic 
materials we were trying to use certain- 
ly left much to be desired. This was 
the sweating-out period and gradually 
many of the initial problems were 
resolved. Slowly we began to see we 
were going in the right direction for 
our production became noticeably bet- 
ter and our costs were starting to 
come down toward the point we hoped 
to achieve. With the cooperation of our 
suppliers we began to get more uniform 
materials. New machines were being 
built for the kind of work we were try- 
ing to do. 


Halves cost of platemaking 


Here at last was a medium with which 
we could meet our competition and 
keep the work in our book plant where 
we felt it belonged. We have much 
to be thankful for that plastic plates 
came into our particular field at the 
time they did. 

We were now able to operate our 
foundry with 10 or 11 men instead 
of 25 to 30 and continue to produce 
about the same number of plates as 
we had before and our plates costs 
were cut almost in half. What was 
even more important to us was that we 
were attracting new work back to 
letterpress. 

Without a doubt plastic plates had 
slowed down the raiding of our letter- 
press business but the jobs that had 
been lost to offset were gone forever. 


Which path now? 


Presently, we again seem to be at

a standstill in our plastic plate field. 
There are several problems confront- 
ing us for which there seems to be 
no solution at the present time. 

In plates where we have bleed half- 
tone illustrations or even small solid 
halftones along the edge of plates, 
after running from 40,000 to 60,000 
impressions we begin to get cracks 
through the halftone. This never hap- 
pens on full pages of text even after 
several hundred thousand impressions. 
We have been experimenting for a 
considerable length of time with all 
sorts of combinations of plastics, many 
kinds of laminated plates and almost 
anything anyone could suggest to help, 
but so far have not come up with any- 
thing successful. 

The shaving equipment available to- 
day also leaves much to be desired. 
In shaving the plate it is impossible to 
maintain a uniform thickness through- 
out all the pages on the sheet especially 
on open pages such as titles and copy- 
rights. 

Another area for possible improve- 
ment is the difficulty encountered in 
bringing up low lines and low letters in 
the face of the plate. We all know the 
original fault lies in the type-casting 
machines but in spite of the fact that 
we spend a lot of money checking 
machines so we can get uniform slugs 
we still have low lines or letters. Con- 
sequently we have the added expense 
of bumping which helps, but is far 
from a complete solution. 

We were led to believe in the early 
years that it was almost impossible to 
patch plastic plates. This is complete- 
ly untrue. We have been patching 
plates for many years as easily and 
quickly as we ever did in electrotypes 
but we find that it is almost impossible 
to do any work on the face of the 
plate to fix broken rules, broken letters 
or any of the things it was possible to 
do on the face of a metal plate. The 
plastic materials just don’t have the 
workability to make this possible. The 
only solution is to start over and make 
a new plate. 


Plate vs pressroom costs 


All of these things certainly add to the 
cost of plates but this is only a drop in 
the bucket compared to what it costs 
in the pressroom in make-ready time 
to overcome all these irregularities in 
the plates in order to produce an A-l 
printing job. This is where we get our 
ears knocked off by the offset printers 
who can make a form ready in 30 to 
40 minutes while we are taking any- 
where from 4 to 10 hours depending on 
the quality of the plate we give the 
pressman. 

All this may sound like a very severe 
criticism of thermoplastic plates, but 



























































please be assured this is not so. We 
are very grateful that plastic plates 
have helped us maintain our position in 
the industry and we are fairly certain 
that if letterpress is to survive in the 
future it is almost sure to come through 
the use of some kind of plastic material 
for printing plates. 

I would like to say just a few words 
about what I hope the future holds to 
help us pull ahead of our competition. 

We will need a reasonably cheap 
material, of absolutely uniform thick- 
ness, with built-in properties to make 
it workable on the finishing bench, so 
that we can deliver a perfect plate 
to the press. It must be a lightweight 
material, so that it will be possible to 
cast 8, 16 or 32 pages in a form with 
margins all made up, to cut down on 
the number of plates a pressman will 
have to put on the bed of the press. 
This our competition is already doing. 

Another area where much time, effort 
and research must be expended is in 
the end result of photocomposition and 
its related methods where we wind 
up with an image on film. This is a 
natural at the present time to go right 
into lithography. We must find some 
reasonably priced method of converting 
this image on the film into a letterpress 
plate. 

The problems I have mentioned are 
of vital interest to us as book printers 
if we are to continue to be successful. 
What I have said is in no way intended 
as a criticism of the industry but is my 
honest opinion about some of the things 
which we will have to do.

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| P THE UNINITIATED, it would seem 
that the average skid of sheeted paper 
would be 99 44/100% free of dirt 
when it is wheeled into the pressroom 
ready for printing, and that for the 
most part, it would acquire very little 
more during its passage through the 
press. This was generally true in the 
days of slow press production, but 
with the increasing speed of modern 
presses and the introduction of new 
drying techniques, the addition of 
multicolor printing, with extra expo- 
sure of the sheet to these opportunities 
for dirt and foreign matter, book 
printing soon found itself on a par with 
high-speed magazine printing in the 
need to find someway to a) get rid of 
the foreign matter, and b) by so doing, 
to eliminate the costly downtime needed 
to wash out rollers, fountain, and 
sometimes to clean the press parts 
themselves. 

At Kingsport Press, Kingsport, Tenn.. 
plant officials became increasingly con- 
cerned with the problem of maintain- 
ing quality control in the two, three, 
four, and five-color bookwork being 
produced on its press battery, as part 
of its continuing program of meeting 
the high production standards ex- 
pected in its daily production of 90,000 
books in the 12% acre plant. W. J. 
Donnelley, superintendent of the Press’ 
printing division, and his assistant, 
Ivan Jones gave considerable study 
to the project

Study magazine production 


It was called to Kingsport’s attention 
that a similar problem had been en- 
countered by Judd & Detweiler, in the 
printing of the National Geographic 
Magazine, and that with the help of 
engineers from the J. E. Doyle Co., 
Cleveland, O. manufacturers of sheet and 
web cleaners, they had solved the prob- 
lem on their four-and five-color Cottrell 
Presses. After a visitation to Judd & 
Detweiler, Kingsport executives called 
in the Doyle engineers to make a survey 
and to install a sheet cleaner. Results 


were so satisfactory that in the en- 
suing five years seven additional 
cleaners have been purchased with the 
end view of equipping each 76” Miehle 
Rotary Press in Pressroom Number 2 
with a Doyle cleaner. 

The Doyle cleaners have been effec- 
tive in removing foreign matter, and 
Jones reports that production has been 
increased approximately 10%, while 
maintaining high quality book work. 

Eight of these vacuum sheet cleaners 
are used on Kingsport color presses in 
their Number 2 Pressroom, where all 
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of the color work is done, as well as 
some black and white printing. 

Simply stated, these cleaners remove 
from the sheet all offset spray, dust, 
loose paper edges and lint that cause 
hickies and doughnuts on the printed 
surface and that make printing look 
“catty.” 


First installation in 1954 
The first cleaner installation was made 
at Kingsport Press in 1954, after 
company executives first began experi- 
menting with dry powder offset spray. 
About that time the decision was made 
to use dry spray rather than the wet 
because of its greater assurance of pre- 
ventive offset and non-adhesive tenden- 
cies. Although the dry offset spray 
was more effective, it also caused some 
production difficulties, particularly in 
backup work. The offset spray particles 
transferred and stuck to the unprinted 
side of the sheets as they were received 
in the delivery box. As the sheets were 
backed up, these particles came off, 
getting on the ink rollers and plates. 
These minute particles built up as the 
presses operated into fair sized globules 
and were transferred to the printed sur- 
face. The dry spray would come off and 
leave tiny white spotting on the printed 
page, known as hickies, doughnuts or 
freckles. To correct the situation 
meant that the pressman had to stop 
the equipment frequently to wash up 
the press. This, of course, resulted in 
the loss of production on _ presses 
costing upwards of a quarter of a 
million dollars each. 

At Kingsport the Doyle cleaners are 
portable. They can be moved from 
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Jones demonstrates how a portable Doyle Cleaner is mounted on castings and 
moved from press to press as the need occurs.

press to press as the demand arises. 
It requires about two hours to move 
and to install the cleaner, but actually 
no time loss is experienced, as this 
operation is performed while the press- 
men and tenders are making the press 
ready. In many other plants, however, 
the cleaners are installed as an 
integral part of the press, particularly 
in those plants which do not have 
numerous multi-color presses. 


How it works 

In operation, the Doyle vacuum sheet 
cleaner consists of carefully engineered 
cleaning brushes, cleaning nozzle, mani- 











fold, tubular hose, blower, motor and 
collection bag. The cleaning nozzle and 
brush assembly is mounted next to the 
first impression cylinder on the top side 
of the sheet. Two brushes extend 
across the mouth of the nozzle and the 
width of the press, with the suction 
nozzle of the cleaner between the two 
brushes. The first brush loosens any 
anti-offset spray, dust and paper parti- 
cles adhering to the sheet. 

The suction nozzle then removes 
these particles by vacuuming gently 
every inch of paper surface in a three- 


pass arrangement.

How DOES A PUBLISHER plan to have 
a “red hot” book on the market when 
he gives himself a target date of less 
than five weeks from contract signing 
to publication? All that’s needed is 
a timetable that can move as quickly 
as a rebel army through the provinces 
of Cuba. 

When S. I. Neiman, public relations 
director for Howard W. Sams & Co., 
owner of the Bobbs-Merrill Co., tele- 
phoned noted Latin-America reporter 
Jules Dubois in Havana early this year, 
it marked the beginning of a lightning 
program that would bring Fidel Castro: 
Rebel—Liberator or Dictator? to print, 
the story of a man who is currently one 
of the world’s most controversial politi- 
cal leaders. It was this time element 
that made the rush schedule necessary. 


Contract signed 


Howard Sams announced on February 
12 that a contract had been signed with 
Dubois to publish a book on Castro. 
Even before, plans had begun to take 
shape for publication of the book at 
the earliest possible time, and March 
16 was set as the date for finished 
books to roll from the bindery. 

In the beginning the Bobbs’ Editorial 
and Production departments were 
shooting in the dark, with not much 
more than an estimate of 125,000 
words. The target date affected not 
only the production and_ editorial 
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staffs, but every outside supplier who 
would take part in the book’s manu- 
facture. 

Job responsibilities were quickly 
established for proper coordination, 
working up budgets, designing and 
planning, printing and binding meth- 
ods—with the ultimate view of produc- 
ing a quality product in a minimum 
number of days. 


Editor-on-the-spot 


One of the first big problems to be 
overcome was expediting the editorial 
work involved. Archie Cutshall, pro- 
duction coordinator, suggested to Sams 
that an editor be sent to Havana, to 
work alongside Dubois, editing the 
copy as soon as it left Dubois’ type- 
writer.

Western Printing & Litho undertakes its biggest project: 





producing low-priced, 16-volume set 


in multi-million initial printing 


An Adventure in Color 


A MULTI-MILLION PRESS RUN with 
sprightly color on every page is a firm 
indication that production of the re- 
cently published Golden Book Encyclo- 
pedia was no less than a Herculean task. 


Produced in its entirety by Western 
Printing and Lithographing Co., one 
of the country’s largest publishing and 
manufacturing operations, this low 
cost, junior encyclopedia represents 
the most sizeable project ever to be 
undertaken by the company. 


The initial press run of the 16-vol- 
ume set has been increased several 
times since its inception to a present 
eye-opening total of several million. 
(An accurate estimate of total produc- 
tion was not available at this time.) 
However, this figure alone is an impor- 
tant key to the current retail price of 
$.99 per volume in supermarkets 
throughout the country. 


Ordinarily, over 6,000 color illustra- 
tions and 375 full-color maps in addi- 
tion to the more than half-million words 
for the text would command a selling 
price comparable to the majority of 
junior encyclopedias ranging from 
$100-$150. 

But the principal motivation for this 
major publishing effort was to provide 
the best possible quality and the lowest 
possible cost. Eighteen months prior 
to publication, Bob Besucha, veteran 


idea and creative man for Artists and 
Writers Press, a Western subsidiary, 
was selected to organize the project 
and to put the encyclopedia into pro- 
duction. 


8-color Harris selected 


At the company’s Poughkeepsie plant, 
a giant, 43x50”, eight-color Harris 
press was selected for the job. In a 
single run, this $1,000,000 web-fed 
offset press permits four colors to be 
printed on both sides of a sheet. 

Another major element in the suc- 
cess of this project was the selection 
of approximately 50 per cent of the 
illustrations from other Golden Press 
publications, an enormous saving in 
platemaking alone, plus time and art 
costs. Much of the editorial material 
which had already been completed had 
to be rewritten to conform to these il- 
lustrations. 

Coordinating the editorial prepara- 
tion, production, layout and free-lance 
art work was Besucha’s first concern. 
Story boards were set up in New York 
containing layouts of each page showing 
space allotted for illustrations and 
copy. 

Because of constantly changing world 
conditions, the task of editing and cor- 
recting art work and text was com- 
pounded by such events as Alaska’s 
acceptance as a 49th state, and even 
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calling attention to the fact that Hawaii 
could be the 50th. Maps, references, 
flags, indexes, etc., all required revision. 

In Chicago, Bertha Morris Parker 
had been employed on writing and edit- 
ing the encyclopedia for more than ten 
years prior to publication and in her 
offices, a duplicate page layout board 
was installed. Each of the layouts on 
the New York board were photographed 
by Besucha for this purpose and con- 
tact prints sent to Chicago. The boards 
were kept up to date at both locations 
and accurately reflected progress of the 
work. 

Almost all of the illustrations consist 
of line drawings with numerous bleeds 
and split plates. All are in two and 
four colors with but a few exceptions 
appearing in a spread on the subject of 
photography. 

Imagination and inventive treatments 
were required for some of the art prep- 
aration such as in a spread on fern 
leaves. The original plate contained 
orchids in the center which were not 
covered in this particular heading. 
These were cut out of the plate and 
a caption inserted in their place. 


Primer for readability 


For the text, a special effort was made 
to provide the most readable page which 
youngsters would be tempted to ex- 
plore. A specially formulated 80 Ib. 
stock was supplied for the encyclopedia 
and on a type page size of 36x54 picas,

Among the 286 winning specimens 
selected from the 2,584 entries, were 
24 books and book jackets. The win- 
ners, who were cited for the excellence 
of their output in 1958, received Certif- 
icates of Award on April 13 at an 
Awards Dinner at LPNA’s 54th An- 
nual Convention, held at The Green- 
brier, White Sulphur Springs, W. Va. 

LPNA President L. E. Oswald and 
Fred S. Howard, The Crane-Howard 
Lithograph Co., chairman of the LPNA 
Promotion Committee, presented the 
certificates to representatives of the 
winning firms at the Convention. 
Awards were made for material in 48 
classifications of diversified lithography, 
ranging from direct mail and sales 
service literature to point-of-purchase 
displays and outdoor posters. 

Special ceremonies at the Awards 
Dinner included the premiere showing 
of the Awards Exhibit which includes 
70 panels of the winning specimens, 
posters and displays. The 9th Awards 
Catalog, attractively illustrating and 
crediting the 286 winners, was dis- 
tributed at the dinner.

LEMS of four new, lavishly decorated 
Bibles, published last month by Abra- 
dale Press, a subsidiary of Harry N. 
Abrams, is fittingly compared by the 
designer, Howard Morris, to preparing 
a delicately balanced recipe requiring 
an abundance of rare herbs and spices. 

The result: Masterpiece and Rem- 
brandt editions, each appearing in 
both Protestant (King James) and 
Catholic texts, can be better likened 
to an Epicurean treat for the consumer 
and a culinary achievement for the 
designer and_ publisher. 

Perhaps the most striking features 
of the Bibles are the printing of num- 
erous illustrations, dedication and 
family register pages in ten colors 
including gold; the use of three proc- 
esses: letterpress for the text. letter- 
press and offset for color, and gravure 
for 72 Rembrandt etchings and draw- 
ings; and a meticulous typographic 
layout. 

A persistent and often humerous pro- 
duction problem for all persons work- 
ing on the Bibles was in referring to

and communicating exactly which edi- 
tion was in question. With four edi- 
tions of the same title in production, 
it was not uncommon for someone to 
ask about the “Catholic—King James 
edition” and get in reply. “No, you 
mean the ‘Rembrandt—Masterpiece 
edition’.” 

Fortunately, the copy and _ printing 
were channeled and coded with extreme 
care so that this confusion never carried 
over into actual production difficulties. 

Manufactured almost entirely in Hol- 
land and W. Germany, separate print- 
ers and binders were chosen for the 
Protestant and Catholic editions to 
further avoid all possibility of an em- 
barrassing error. 


Times Roman for text 


Early planning stages included the set- 
ting of style pages in various type 
faces with modifications of column 
width, leading, over-all type page and 
trim size. Body type is set in 12/13 
pt. Linotype Times Roman. Each page 
contains two columns, 52 lines per 
column, each 20 picas wide; the type 
page exclusive of folio is 4114x60 picas 


while the trim size is 8144x1114”. The 
folio was bracketed with an ornament 
and centered one pica below the text 
to unify both columns. 

The final format provided the desired 
amount of “color” for each page with a 
well-leaded line of a length that will 
ensure reading ease. 

Production began first on the two 
Protestant versions; a completely new 
set of typographical problems were 
introduced by the Catholic editions be- 
cause of copious footnotes, parallel 
references, and introductions to each 
book. 

In these editions, all references were 
designed to run concurrently with the 
text rather than grouped together at 
the end of each book. Although this 
greatly simplifies reading and _ refer- 
ence, Morris explains, it required ex- 
tremely careful editing and page make- 
up. The parallel verse references were 
set in 54%4/6 pt. Times Roman to make 
two columns below each single column 
of text; footnotes were set in 7/6 pt. 
Times Roman, 20 picas wide.

lettered. Subordinate title headings 
were set in 18 pt. Times Roman caps. 
Each book page starts with an orna- 
mental open-face initial and approxi- 
mately 8 to 10 lines of text handset in 
24 pt. Times Roman, running the full 
two column widths. The number of 
lines was determined by the nature of 
the text. Each new chapter within 
the books begins with a two-line, 24 
pt. Times Roman initial. 

For the Rembrandt editions, head- 
ings were set in Weiss Series II initials 
and Weiss upper and lower case italics. 
Initials at the opening of each new 
book are Erasmus Series II. Following 
the initial, the first line of each book 
opening was set in 12 pt. Times Roman 
caps, two columns wide, to unify the 
text page. 

Each volume had to be dummied in 
galley form and carefully adjusted for 
Space to accomodate the footnotes be- 
fore going to the shop for makeup. 


Electros sent abroad 


Composition was handled by Hallmark 
Lithographers, L. I., N. Y., while at A.E. 
Munyer Brothers, Brooklyn, N. Y. 
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electros were made and proofs pulled. 
These were carefully checked for quali- 
ty and accuracy and then electros were 
shipped abroad. 


The King James editions were printed 
in Holland by Thieme and the Catholic 
texts by Enschede, the famous Dutch 
printing house. Color plates and gra- 
vure illustrations for the Rembrandt 
bibles were done by DuMont Schau- 
berg in Cologne; color work for the 
Masterpiece bibles was done by En- 
schede in Haarlem. 

As soon as the sheets of the Catholic 
text were completed, they were shipped 
to Van Rijmenam in The Hague for 
binding, while the Protestant editions 
were bound at Proost en Brandt in 
Amsterdam. 

Color plates presented special prob- 
lems and of these there were 95 in the 
Masterpiece bible and 44 in the Rem- 
brandt. After final selection was made, 
the designer placed each reproduction 
on a separate page, permitting no de- 
tracting elements. The appropriate 
Biblical quotation and a commentary 
on the painting as a work of art are 
printed on the reverse side of each 


plate, and placed off-center on the 
page for easy, accessible reference. 

None of the color reproductions was 
bled, so that the white margin could 
accentuate the precise and subtle colors 
of the painting. Distribution of the 
plates was planned through the use of 
four-page wraps and inserts. 

For the Rembrandt editions, the 72 
drawings and etchings were repro- 
duced in dark, sepia-toned gravure and 
were folded and inserted within signi- 
tures. 

Title and introductory pages are 
printed and designed for all editions in 
three colors: black, red and gold. 


Hammond maps 

Sixteen pages of biblical maps in- 
cluding a geographical index were 
especially prepared by the C. S. Ham- 
mond Co., and the Sermon on _ the 
Mount appears as a special illuminated 
section of 12 pages by offset in 10 
colors and gold. 

The entire text for this section was 
hand-set in 18 pt. Goudy Text with 
Lombardic initials by Howard O. Bul- 
lard, Inc., N. Y. Morris then dummied

PAPERBACK EVERGREEN 


A CONTINUING TREND toward offset 
printing in varied aspects of the ref- 
erence book field was given further 
support recently by a paperbound 
series initiated by Grove Press, Inc., 
New York City. 

Titled “Evergreen Encyclopedia,” 
production of the first three editions 
resulted in a list price range from 
$2.45 to $3.95, as much as 50-75% less 
than their original hardbound publica- 
tion prices. 

Reprinted in a standardized trim size 
(654x10”), the offset process permit- 
ted economical rescreening of a large 
number of halftone illustrations (ap- 
proximately 700) and an initial print- 
ing of 30,000 for the three books. 

A four-color frontispiece, appearing 
in one of the volumes, was reshot for 
black and white reproduction while the 
text type in all of the books was re- 
tained at its original size. The margins, 
however, were varied to maintain the 
same trim. 

Grove’s production manager, Rich- 
ard Brodney, pre-planned the series by 
selecting several printers and binders 
similarly equipped for the job. For the 
printing, 41x54” Mann perfectors were 
used both by Mahoney & Rose, Inc., 
and Hallmark Lithographers, West- 
bury, L. I. For the binding, H. Wolff 
completed two of the books and United 
Bindery, New York City, the third. 

Despite its comparatively low cost, 
quality is stressed throughout the pro- 
duction process with Champion’s 12 pt. 
Kromekote for the cover, and 55 lb.

Covers are printed in three colors at 
Algen Press, Whitestone, Queens, New 
York City, on a_ two-color, 23x36” 
Harris offset press and lacquered by 
Superior Label & Finishing Company, 
New York City. A special “Superlac” 
finish is used for extra durability. 

Another quality consideration was 
the application of 70 Ib. endpaper 
applied to the cover stock in order to 
counter the natural curvature of the 
paper cover. In addition, all books in 
the series are Smyth-sewn. 

The first three titles are “The Kabuki 
Theatre” by Earle Ernst, “The Wonder 
That Was India” by A. L. Basham, 
and “Guide to Western Architecture” 
by John Gloag. 

Roy Kuhlman was credited for the 
cover design of the first two editions 
and Bruce Barton and Barnet Rosset 
for the third.

Linotype Primer with Baskerville Bold 
caps run in. Each column is 17 picas 
wide with two picas of space dividing 
the columns. 

A comparatively new type design by 
Rudolph Ruzicka, Primer is noted for 
its tight fitting ability and clean, open 
appearance as a somewhat larger face 
than the point size indicates. Coupled 
with generous leading, this typographic 
arrangement affords far greater read- 
ability than is customarily found in 
most encyclopedias. 

Captions are set in 8 pt. Spartan 
medium and heavy, with Caledonia 
Bold, while the title page is hand- 
lettered in Baskerville foundry. Com- 
position for the entire set was accom- 
plished by The Composing Room, New 
York City, widely respected for their 
quality craftsmanship. 

Each cover of the 16-volume set is 
lithographed in four colors from in- 
dividual illustrations to symbolize the 
contents of the particular edition. Al- 
though all of the covers are one-piece 
cases of paper pasted over board, their 
design provides the appearance of a 
three-piece binding with the backbone 
and 34” of the front and back of the 
cover printed in contrasting colors. 

The books are Smyth sewn in four, 
24-page signatures per edition; square- 
backed and case-bound with a pre- 
printed 80 lb. Wesco offset sheet (coat- 
ed one side) over 100 pt. paste board. 
For extra durability, covers are lami- 
nated with a clear acetate. 

Additional color can be found in 
matching pre-printed endsheets tipped- 
in for each book. Trim size of the en- 
cyclopedia is 7 3/16” x 10 1%”. 

A deluxe edition of the Golden Book 
Encyclopedia to be published in the 
Fall will probably be bound in cloth. 
The price for pre-publication copies 
has been advertised at $24.95 with a 
regular retail price of $35. 

Working with Besucha at the New 
York City end of the operation has been 
Norman F. Guess, former director of 
the book department of Popular Me- 
chanics Press, Chicago, engaged as edi- 
torial director, and R. James Ertel as 
managing editor. Pauline Norton 
joined the staff as assistant to Besucha.

What’s become of the “typical” book? Is individuality the keynote today? 


Chicago Book Clinic marks a decade of its annual book selections opening May 5

Tuxzae’s NO SUCH THING as a “typi- 
cal” book any more. The 59 books 
that were high scorers in the Exhibit 
(sponsored by the Chicago Book Clinic) 
are all individuals. This is a trend 
that seems to become stronger as the 
years go by. Twenty years ago—ten 
years ago?— it may have been possible 
to say, “This is a typical fifth-grade 
arithmetic; this is a typical book of 
poems.” But not now; not in 1959 and 
perhaps never again, simply because 
we now have competent designers who 
are being given increasing latitude, and 
are able to make use of improved 
processes. 

The result is that every one of the 
Top Honor Books in this show bears 
the mark of an individual, not the 
stamp of a machine. 

Right about here the old question 
comes up: How did the textbooks fare, 
in this competition, against books of 
other kinds? Anyone who has had 
anything to do with competitions of 
this sort has hopefully tried to set up 
categories — textbook, trade book. 
sponsored book, etc.—feeling that books 
can be most fairly evaluated in com- 
parison with their own kind. But can 
you judge, in the same category, text- 
books published in the ordinary way 
and textbooks sponsored by some in- 
stitution? How are you to judge a 
$3 trade book against a $25 trade book. 
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or against a book that is not even of- 
fered for sale by the private press that 
printed it? 


How do you tell them apart? 


How can you infallibly distinguish a 
tradebook from a textbook anyway? 
Father John Amberg, of the Loyola 
University Press of Chicago, perhaps 
cuts this Gordian knot with the follow- 
ing tongue-in-cheek comment: “If it’s 
offered at 40% or 50% off list, it’s a 
tradebook. If the discount is 25% it’s 
a_ textbook.” 

Let’s forget the categories, and be 
thankful that we have so many pride- 
ful people to make books that cannot 
possibly be compared one against 
another, but only according to the 
standards of suitability, and taste, and 
craftsmanship — and elegance. Ele- 
gance! There’s a word that isn’t used 
much anymore, but that is particularly 
appropriate to the Top Honor Books 
when taken in its dictionary definition: 
“Refined gracefulness or propriety ex- 
pressing fastidious taste; nice appropri- 
ateness; richness and polish in har- 
monious simplicity.” 

While we are being thankful. let us 
be thankful to the able men who can 
always be talked into taking valuable 
time to judge competitions of this kind. 
In this Chicago and Midwest show. 
each judge worked independently. judg- 


ing entries according to his special 
field of competency, and marking down 
his score without consultation with the 
other judges and without any reference 
to what the others’ opinions might be. 
It is interesting to speculate as to 
what would have happened had the 
judges consulted each other before or 
after doing their work, or if the books 
were discussed one at a time by judges 
as a panel. Would the same books 
have been selected?

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the elementary and high school fields. 
Still, this reviewer cannot believe that 
the use of color for no particular rea- 
son, and the inclusion of 50% more 
illustrations than the other fellow has, 
necessarily constitute good design in 
textbooks. Apart from the economic 
wastefulness of over-elaboration, and 
the implantation of false standards in 
the buying market, there is the matter 
of efficiency. There are too many text- 
books so overdesigned that upon open- 
ing the book so many elements scream 
for the reader’s attention that he does 
not know where to look. 

This writer well remembers having 
no answer for a high-school language 
teacher who pointed to a newly adopted 
text and said plaintively, “How am 
I going to give class assignments from 
a book like this? I have to say “Now. 
for tomorrow do the first five red-bump

Substantial improvement in textbook 
design, shared nowadays by many 
books, has been in the production of 
attractive cover designs. Covers are 
now at the same time more elaborate 
and more simple. Designers have 
taken full advantage of the possibili- 
ties of offset, preprinted cloth, and 
advances in stamping techniques, and 
at the same time have freed the covers 
from a good deal of type matter. Names 
of authors have largely disappeared. 
and even the name of the publisher 
has either been replaced by a symbol. 
or has slid around to the back cover, or 
has vanished completely.

There are so many striking things 
about this book that it is probably best 
to begin with the jacket and cover, 
which are the first to be visible. Both 
are printed on the same material, and 
in the sharply silhouetted tones of a 
frieze (on the jacket) and a statue (on 
the binding) printed in black on the 
tangerine-color material, affords a strik- 
ing contrast. And the same material 
has been used as the basis for a map 
endsheet with equally good effect. 

For still more contrast there is the 
dramatic title spread with the giant 
monolith looming out of the blackness 
of the right hand page, balanced with 
a Stygian strip on the facing page 
which carries the date in reverse, and 
a panel of translators, which would 
have otherwise cluttered the title page 
proper. The inky black does credit to 
the offset printer who printed the book. 

The tall type page has been reduced 
photographically from the original edi- 
tion so as to leave a very pleasing mar- 
gin for the identifying references to 
tablets, texts, etc., in the form of side- 
heads. There are copious footnotes, 
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too, plus a section of over 90 halftones 
of relics and scenes of the Near East.

The binding of this book is notable for 
what is probably the most brilliant gold 
stamping we’ve seen in some time. The 
leaf has a tremendous shine on the grey 
linen pyroxylin cloth! 

Offset was chosen as the vehicle for 
the reproduction of the text and the 
large number of very fine illustrations. 
The latter are printed with perfection, 
but the type did not fare so well, being 
alternately light and dark. 

We would have liked a little leading 
between the diary entries, and also the 
use of superior figures for the page 
notes, rather than the lining figures 
which were used in their place. Like 
so many diaries by amateur diarists, 
there is virtually no paragraphing, so 
that a very tight type page ensues.

A rather surprising title for the press 
of a religious university, and one that 
perhaps is too rigorous in its discipline, 
for a subject which so stirred the pub- 
lic of the time has been treated with- 
out illustration or other special atten- 
tion other than footnotes, bibliography, 
etc. 

The ultra-formal binding, in a green 
linen finish, is stamped simply, and to 
us, somewhat bleakly with only the 
spine title, and the series initials, JS, 
on the recto. Nary a trace of the cam- 
paign insignia or fervor of the bitterly 
contested election between Garfield and 
Genl. Hancock is included in either the 
binding or the text. 

The title page is neatly handled with 
the title, series identification, imprint, 
author, and logotype, but while impec- 
cable, it is also devoid of any hint of 
the period. The tall Bulmer display 
and the Caledonia text are of course 
fitting companions, and even the intro- 
duction of a quantity of footnotes in an 
8pt of the body type, does not inter- 
fere with the readability of the page.

A handsome and classic design for a 
classic text comprising letters of the 
famous scholar with a bevy of interest- 
ing bookmaking features, beginning 
with the jacket which sets the pace for 
the binding, by its simulation of a 
pasted label on the spine. The natural 
finish red cloth is decorated with a 
neatly fitted label on both spine and 
recto, matching in color the jacket dull 
black with the title in reverse. 

The jacket front panel is repeated 
on the title, but this time in brown on 
a tinted green stock, which is used 
throughout the book, and will be rest- 
ful, or disturbing, to the eyes, depend- 
ing on the school of thought you follow 
about tinted text stock. 

Certainly, with the Perpetua display 
and the Bembo text, plus the additional 
color of the brown reverse blocks for 
the letter headings, it makes for a de- 
lightful reading. Bembo and the italic 
used for introductory material makes a 
highly allusive reading combination. 

One could want for little more in the 
classic style of book than is afforded in 
this delightful volume.

With a tall type. a tall type page, and 
a tall trim size, it might seem as if all 
the ingredients were on hand to pro- 
duce a pretty good handbook for “long- 
stemmed roses” such as are shown on 
the jacket of this book. We wish a dol- 
lop more imagination could have been 
added for the display and binding. 

The binding is a beige-and-pink skiv- 
er grain leatherette, with brown ink 
stamping, a feminine, but not very ex- 
citing, combination. The display typog- 
raphy throughout is straightforward 
centered lines, except for largish sub- 
heads throughout the text, which are 
flushed to the left. 
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There’s a bevy of welldone illustra- 
tions which add spice to the text and 
if only the binding and the display 
typography had as much attention as 
the jacket! That rose feature, for ex- 
ample, might have been carried into 
the title page and into the chapter 
openings if there was anything left in 
the budget.

WESTERN BOOK SHOW 


FORTY OUTSTANDING BOOKS from twenty 
Western printers have been selected for 
display in the 18th Western Books Ex- 
hibition.

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Whatis 
BRIGHTYPE?

Press, Inc. According to Doyle Engi- 
neers, the only part that should re- 
quire replacement in most installations 
is the brushes, which will wear down 
in time. However, they can be replaced 
readily in a matter of minutes by any 
good press mechanic. 

Two different types of brushes are 
made by the Doyle Co. One is a nylon 
brush, and the other a bristle fiber 
brush. The executives and pressmen of 
the Kingsport Press prefer the bristle 
brush, as they believe it smooths out 
the sheet better. 

The original cleaners were installed 
by their own machinist in about four 
hours, although Doyle renders an in- 
stallation service. Subsequent cleaners 
have been installed in about two hours. 

Kingsport pressmen point out that 
the cleaner must be on when the press 
is being registered, to assure accurate 
register while the press is in operation. 

After the first Doyle cleaners were 
purchased, Kingsport engineers made 
a suggestion which has been adopted 
by the Doyle Co. and incorporated on 
all their cleaners. They felt that the 


vacuum of the cleaner should be more 
accurately controlled for better clean- 
ing results and suggested that a meth- 
od be incorporated that would permit 
close vacuum adjustment. Doyle en- 
gineers studied the problem and de- 
veloped a butterfly adjustment which 
was incorporated into the cleaning 
nozzle, so that the vacuum could be 
accurately controlled. 

Since the Doyle cleaner has its own 
vacuum and blower system, there is 
no necessity of tying the equipment in 
with air compressors. The 3 H. P., 
3600 r.p.m. blower motor maintains a 
constant vacuum that ‘is unaffected by 
the operation of any other pneumatic 
equipment in the plant.

tween compositor and publisher, the 
typesetter agreed to let two Bobbs- 
Merrill staffers work inside the plant. 

As quickly as galleys were corrected 
they went directly into page makeup, 
where they were proofed and checked. 
Final repro proofs were pulled four-up 
in position and delivered to Waldemar 
Press for negatives. All composition 
and proofing was completed on Sun- 
day, March 8. 

Waldemar began making offset plates 
on March 7, and the 76” Miehles began 
to roll the following day. 


Schedule for pub date 


In order to get the book to the re- 
viewers before Castro’s scheduled April 
17 visit to the United States, Kennedy 
Hereth, Waldemar’s plant superinten- 
dent, ran the presses around the clock. 
Not only could the advance press sheets 
be released for reviewing, but it would 
facilitate meeting the promised de- 
livery schedule to the bindery. As 
soon as a complete form came off the 
press it was delivered to Bookwalter for 
folding. 

To provide greater durability and 
more pleasing appearance for the 
covers and jackets, it was decided to 
laminate them. This work, however, 
had to be done in Cincinnati. To save 
time, a Waldemar production man 
loaded the sheets into his car and 
delivered them to the Chatfield Paper

As soon as they were back in Indian- 
apolis, the covers were delivered to 
Bookwalter and casemaking promptly 
started. All presswork was completed 
and delivered to the bindery by Wed- 
nesday, March 11, and by the end of 
the week all the folding and prelimi- 


nary book manufacturing operations 
were well under control. 

On Monday, March 16, Bookwalter 
started final operations, and by noon, 
completed books were coming off the 
machines. What in the beginning might 
have appeared an almost impossible 
task had become a reality, as the books 
were delivered on schedule on a date 
that arbitrarily had been picked just 
four weeks and four days before.

pitiall in efforts to determine actual 
totals. 

The Tally-Tab 1000, another Miller 
Lauffer development, automatically 
counts and tabs sheets as they come 
off the press. A portable unit, the 
machine may be quickly moved from 
press to press as needed. Three easy- 
to-set selector switches allow the op- 
erator to select any quanity from 
1-1000. The Tally-Tab inserts into 
piles of any size and depth, on all 
types of letterpress and offset presses. 

For counting finished books or maga- 
zines, the Taylor Counting & Stacking 
Machine counts and stacks a prede- 
termined number of magazines or 
books, to be delivered to the next step 
in the production line. 

The machine, pneumatically oper- 
ated and electrically controlled, has a 
stack dial which controls the number 
of units to be stacked; width and 
depth can be adjusted by means of a 
hand wheel. T. W. & C. B. Sheridan 
Co., NYC, is the distributor. 

A high-speed industrial counter, 
utilizing a long-life plug-in unit, is a 
Standard Instrument Corp. product, 
which counts by interrupted or reflected 
light beam. Called the Robot-Eye RE-8 
Photo-Electronic Counter, the device 
has a six-digit plug-in counter, which 
has a life of over 100,000,000 counts. 
A replacement counter plugs in, which 
extends instrument life indefinitely. 

The counter will detect and count at 
a rate of 1500 per minute, objects 14” 
long, moving as fast as two feet per 
second. The Robot Eye RE-8 consists 
of three units: amplifier-counter, photo 
cell and light source. The last two are 
swivel mounted for easy installation 
and alignment, while the amplifier- 
counter may be remotely mounted. It 
is pointed out that the unit will count 
accurately when the photo cell and light 
source are as far apart as 10 feet. 


Mechanical counters 


Most of the machines made for the 
graphic arts industries have mechani- 
cal counters installed on them by the 
manufacturers. These counters, usu- 
ally made by the F. B. Reddington Co., 
Veeder-Root, Durant Mfg. Co., and 
others, are mechanically operated, in 
that there is no electrical connection. 

Each motion of the machine moves 
the projecting lever of the counter, 
thus turning a ratchet wheel. On the 
tenth motion the first wheel turns full 
around to zero, and moves the second 
wheel to number one. These mechani- 
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cal counters, which require no energy 
source but that supplied by the motion 
of the machine, are fairly common on 
presses, gang stitchers, knife-type 
folders, and similar machines. 

It is important to note that the 
count is of the mechanical movements 
of the machine, not of the finished 
sheets or signatures. 

But since one machine motion usu- 
ally equals one finished sheet or signa- 


ture, there is little discrepancy. If a 
stitcher, however, is set for one stitch, 
and two stitches are used on each 
signature, then the resultant count will 
be twice that of the actual production. 
If operators miss feeding a sheet or 
signature and the machine continues 
operating, the counter will keep 
recording.

paves. The original pages are here 
reproduced photographically, of course, 
reduced slightly in size. A glossary and 
other material has been added, and the 
result is something of a triumph in 
bookmaking. 

The Aztecs (University of Oklahoma 
Press) is another book that is irresis- 
tible on eye appeal alone. This is a 
translation into English of a contempo- 
rary Spanish account of the religion of 
the Aztecs. From the bold and color- 
ful jacket designs, through the flame- 
colored endsheets, continuing through 
the text pages with Miguel Covarru- 
bias’ intensely colored reconstructions 
of pictures in the old Codices, to the 
handsome black-and-white photographs 
at the end, the book is a stimulation to 
the eye—something like printed _fire- 
works. 

Only a dyspeptic could fail to leaf 
through Better Homes and Gardens’ 
Salad Book with pleasure. Only the 
fact that the material was previously 
used in the magazine makes it possible 
for the publisher to crowd so much 
color and so much expensive photog- 
raphy into this book. The book sells 
salads, good artwork and good plate- 
making all at once. 


A. M. and R. W. Roe, of St. Joseph, 
Michigan have published a James 
Thurber story, Many Moons, in book 
form. It’s only 32 pages, and if there 
ever was “a jewel of a book,” this is it. 
The cover is gold stamping on blue 
morocco leather and the design is— 
what else?—-—-many moons. Nobody 
asked me to choose the best book in the 
show, but I am going to do it anyway. 
Philip Reed and Elizabeth Kner did 
most of the work—with love. How can 
you make a good book without it? 


Novelties. 


There were several books with interest- 
ing details. Birthday Angel (Rand 
McNally—Container Corporation) is a 
sort of a “toy” book that has a printed 
cardboard insert which is to be taken 
out and assembled into the three- 
dimensional figure of an angel. 

I Went to the Animal Fair, a juvenile 
book by World, is printed on a quite 
strongly colored green paper. Some 
years ago there existed a body of re- 
search that indicated that maximum 
legibility of a printed page was to be 
achieved by printing black on yellow 
stock. Whatever became of that idea? 

Nativity Kerygma, published by 
North Central, represents considerable 
daring on the part of the designer, since 
the dimensions of the 16-page book 
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are 5-34 by 15-% inches, the longer 
dimension being the vertical. 

A book done entirely in calligraphy 
is Yekapo of Zopo Land (Row, Peter- 
son). 


Success with difficult subject matter. 
The Building of TVA _ (Louisiana 
University Press) is mostly concerned 
with describing one dam after another. 
This could have resulted in a dull 
book, but did not. The designers organ- 
ized type and pictures so thoughtfully 
that each page looks fresh and attrac- 
tive. 

Modes of Being (Southern Illinois 
























Pzess) is a two-volume work on philos- 
ophy. The author states a short prop- 
osition, elaborates on it, then states 
another, and so on through both books. 
The designer may have been tempted 
to overdesign in order to create some 
variation, but he did not. He has made 
the author’s intention and method so 
clear that one is tempted to “sample” 
for page after page, even without being 
able to understand very much of what 
is being said. 

Penn’s Woods West (University of 
Pittsburgh Press) was produced with

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fortunate result that a subject that 
would not otherwise be everyone’s cup 
of tea has been rendered into a book 
of universal appeal. One notable fea- 
ture is that color plates have been 
tipped on, something that isn’t seen 
too often nowadays. This book won a 
perfect score from all judges. 


Little books. 

There must be a special satisfaction 
in making little books, because all con- 
cerned seem to take special pains with 
them. There are four or five such 
honest little volumes in this show. They 
have a limited amount to say, and they 
say it with charm and authority. 

One is A Canterbury Christmas, a 
24-page new printing of a letter orig- 
inally printed in London in 1647. It 
is of special interest to note that it 
was produced, by Eugenia Fawcett, at 
the Society of Typographic Arts Work- 
shop in Chicago. 

Another of the midgets is Devices 
and Vices, from the Press of the In- 
diana Kid. The content is practically 
indescribable in words, but anyone 
who works with type will see in it a 
new dimension of what can be done 
with a little bit of type, rules, type 
ornaments and “sorts” when mixed 
with imagination. How would you de- 
sign a bookplate for Sir Isaac Newton 
or Santa Claus? 


Small comments 
These details of various books were 
interesting: 

The Index for Latin America (Uni- 
versity of Michigan Press) is set in 
full column width, in a face no smaller 
than the body text. Of course this 
is not the first time it has been done, 
but it is encouraging to know that some 
designers do not assume that the 
reader’s eyesight instantly improves 
when it falls upon indexes, footnotes, 
and quoted matter. 

Decorative Arts of the Italian Renais- 
sance (Detroit Institute of Arts) has a 
cover that shows how richly an im- 
pregnated-paper material can be 
printed. 

There is nothing especially new about 
a jacket of clear, heavy acetate, but it 
is practical and adds depth and a sort 
of glamor to a handsome cover. Case 
in point: The Obedience of a King of 
Portugal, by the Univ. of Minn. Press. 

And interesting optical effect is pro- 
vided on the jacket of Village Life in 
Northern India (University of Illinois 
Press). A black-and-white photograph 
about an inch and a quarter square is 
printed in the middle of a rust-colored 
jacket. The effect is that of looking 
into the distance through a window.

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the text line-for-line for complete ev ::- 
trol of spacing and placement of orna- 
mentation. Hand-illuminated  initiais 
and borders were done by Fritz Krede|. 

At least four different papers for the 
text and illustrations were produced 
especially for these bibles in Holland. 
Because of the light weight of the text 
paper (41 lb. wove stock), titanium 
was added for greater opacity. Each 
of the bibles contains approximately 
1,150 pages, bulks 214”, and weighs 
about 10 pounds. 

For the binding design, many special 
treatments were studied and sample 
cases produced before a final selection 
was made. These preliminary designs 
included six-color, jewel-like stamping; 
labels printed in multi-color silk screen; 
stamped and embossed labels, etc. 

While many of these designs resulted 
in singularly attractive bindings, the 
publisher finally chose a binding which 
in its simple, quiet dignity seemed most 
fitting (see illustration). 

For the cover material, Rexine was 
selected. Manufactured by Interna- 
tional Chemical Industries in England, 
Rexine is a_ pyroxylin-impregnated 
cloth which gives the appearance and 
grained “feel” of leather. To provide 
an additional demeanor of quality, ex- 
tended hubs are hand-sewn on the spine 
as in custom-made, privately bound 
editions. Stamping is in 24-carat, gold. 

Pages are gilded in genuine gold with 
an underlay of brown stain, and three 
ribbon markers, each one inch wide 
and of black, white and red colored 
silk, are sewn into the books. End 
papers are attractively printed in 
Cardinal red. 

Each bible is retail-priced at $50 and 
encased in a sturdy gift box to ensure 
preservation of the book. 


FOREIGN PTD. IMPORTS DECLINE 
The general downtrend in U.S. foreign 
trade for 1958 was shared by the print- 
ing and publishing industries, accord- 
ing to recent figures from the U.S. Dept. 
of Commerce. 

Imports of printed matter for Nov:m- 
ber 1958 were 42.3% below November. 
1957, while imports for the year through 
November were 3.6% below 1957. com- 
pared to a 2.6% decline in total im- 
ports. The drop was mainly in three 
categories: manuscripts, newspapers 
and periodicals, and English-language 
books of foreign authorship. 

Exports of printed matter for Novem- 
ber showed the largest drop of the year 
—20.9% below November 1957. The 
losses were general, only two small- 
volume items showing gains: unbeund 
books and playing cards.
